LONDON.  March  13  — Gen.  Rodion  Y.  Malinovsky  a 

Stalingrad  veterani  wiped  out  a panic -atricken  German  garrison 
at  Khcraon  today,  capturing  that  big  Axia  Black  Sea  base  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Dnieper  River,  and  boMting  the  toll  of  G«f> 
man  dead  and  captured  to  75,000  in  ten  days.  Moscow  an- 
nounced tonight. 

Striking  with  crushing  t|>eed  2Z  miles  down  the  west  bank 
of  the  Dniepet  River,  the  Third  Ukrilne  Arrhy  cliased  the  Gei- 
mans,  “who  fled  in  p«nic"  into  Kherson.  Then  breaking  into 
the  strategic  city  “on  the  heels  of  the  retreating  Germans  * the 
Soviet  soldiers  quickly  slaughtered  those  who  sought  to  make 
a stand,  said  i ctrmmunique  recorded  by  the  Soviet  radio 
monitor.

Its  unfortunate  prrlerence  for  growing 
crops  is  undeniable,  and  that  is  what  is  caus 
mg  all  of  the  trouble.  We  do  not  know 
what  formula  ihe  Legislature  can  adopt  that 
will  please  farmers  and  hunters  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  ^ It  is  to  be  doubled  if  there 
is  ont  Nor  can  pheasants  be  slaughtered  on 
the  farms,  and  yet  hve  on  in  the  coverts.
